St. Petersburg was kn ow n a.s R ussia’s win d ow on 
the shores of the Baltic, open ed to th e w estern world 
by Peter the Great an d It Is to this win d ow M 
Bourgeus » ays we must come if w’e will un d erstan d 
to what exten t Russia has reced ed an d how, by po ­ 
litical fan aticism she ha.s d etsched herself from the 
Occid en t an d ev erythin g th at Is civ ilized , culturod , 
human , reflowln g hack to her barbaric an d Asiatic 
sources.

How m an y members of the law en forcem en t d iv i­ 
sion iff the state, en gaged in prohibition en forcemen t 
an d in curbin g the lawless activ ities of gan gs, kn ow 
when they are empowered to shoot? 
Gun totin g by an un in formed , excitable officer of 
the law is more d an gerous than gun totin g by the 
priv ate citizen .

Too man y times, it would appear, the 
officer of the law seems imbued w ith the id ea that 
his bad ge giv es him a special licen se for careless an d 
reckless han d lin g of a gun .

feet In len gth.
